Section 2479, of Sanborn and
computed. Berryman’s annotated statutes of the state of
Wisconsin, is hereby amended by striking out
the words “but no mileage” where they occur
in the third line of said section, and inserting
in place thercof, the words “and six cents per
mile for each mile actually traveled in going
and returning by the most usual route, but
shall be paid for no day when court is not in
session unless specially ordered by the presid-
ing judge,” so that said section when so
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amended shall read as follows: Section 2479.
All jurors summoned and attending such county
courts shall receive two dollars per day, and
one dollar for each half day’s attendance; and
six cents per mile for each mile actually trav-
eled in going and returning by the most usual
route, but shall be paid for no day when court
is not in session, unless specially ordered by
the presiding judge to be paid out of the county
treasury upon like certificates as jurors in cir-
cuit courts are paid.
